Claims 1-3 and 5-8 are readable on the elected species "polypeptide". Claims 1-8 are 
readable on the elected species "in vivo". Claims 1-7 are readable on the elected species 
"topically". These elections are made with traverse. 

The Examiner is urged to reconsider the requirement for election of species, particularly 
as that requirement relates to Group "C". A comprehensive search of the subject matter of the 
species elected under "A" and "B" would necessarily encompass both topical and systemic 
administration. Accordingly, no undue burden would be placed on the Examiner if both 
"topically" and "systemically" were to be consideration in the same application.
